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CBSERVATIONS WANTED FOR ANNUAL SUMMARY ON PLANT DISEASES 


The Plant Disease Survey wishes to secure as much information as possible 
on the occurrence, distribution, and prevalence of plant diseases in 1925. It 
has recently asked its collaborators for annual reports from their respective - 
states. It now wishes to invite all pathologists and readers of this publication 
to assist in this work of assembling plant disease notes and specimens. Un- 
doubtedly you have made observations on diseases this year. Perhaps they do not 
seem of any special importance to you, but it may be that when your observation 
is coupled with those of others, the whole may be of considerable significance. 
It is these notes and reports that we want. Think over the observations of this 
year and send them to the Survey office or to the collaborator of your state. 

By so doing you will assist the Survey in putting out a better annual summary, and 
Will contribute to our general kmowledge of plant diseases. A complete list of

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APPLE BLOTCH (PEYLICSTIGTA SCLITANTA) 


West Virginia: About as usual on Nortivestern Creening but much 
worse than usual on Ben Davis in Berkeley and Jefferson 
Counties. (Sherwocd, Nov. 1) 


Minnesota: Considerable blotch developed in the Albert Lea section. 
It was present on all varieties, but most conspicuous on 
Greenings. (Sect. Pl. Path., Nov. 1) 


APPLE SCAB AMD IN MINNESOTA 


“Scab (Venturia inaequalis) - During the rainy period early 
in September considerable leaf infection developed in most of the 
apole regions. Up to this tise there had been little scab, especially 


on the fruit which was almost entirely free." (Sect. Pl. Path., Nov. 1) 


"Crinkle Considerable crinkle develovned on Northwestern 
Greenings, especially in Washington County. In one orchard one- 
third of the crop was infected." (Sect. Fl. Path., Nov. 1) 


PECAN DISEASES IN SOUTH GEORGIA 


Under date of November 1, 0. C. Boyd reported on diseases of pecans 


as he obzerved them this year in the southern part of Georgia. 


"Nursery blight caused by Phyllcosticta caryae was less common 
than in 1924. Most noticeable during July and August, Of minor im- 
portance this year." 


“Rosette was common as usual throughout pecan sections of 
the statc, especially on the poorer soils and Where general lack 
of cultivation and fertilization of tie orchard is evident. Seen 
in all of the varietics common here, Trecs affected with this dis- 
casc usually set very lightly or not at all. Many badly affected 
trees lost their leaves entirely during September and Cctober. 
Losses due to this disease probably underestimated by growers in 
general. Most serious disease of the state. “ecommend improvement 
of soil by cultivat’.on and fertilization, especially the addition 
of organic matter,.# 


"Powdery mildow causcd by Microsvhacra alni was less prevalcnt 
than in 1924. Common on Mobile and Succcss during July and August. 
Morc common on all varictics in lavmplantings tnan in orchards. 
Apparently little effect on developmnt of nuts." 


“Conditions favorable for scab {Fusicladium cffusum) infection 
durin: April and May, but less favorable during the remainder of the 
season than usual. In spite of the low rainfall for tic state durin” 
the scason, considcrable loss took placo in Schley, Alley, and Van 
Deman, Mobiles were injured sli-htly. Such varivtics as Delmas and 
Gcorgia vere practically a total loss from scab. © 
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"At Baconton almost perfcot control was obtained on Sehley 
an@ Alley with 3 to 5 applications of Bordeaux mixture and vith 6 
to © applications of copper dusts. Bordeaux mixture, 5 applications 
proved far supcrior to g apvlications in controlling scab on Delmas 
in an orchard of large, heavily scabbed trees. Recommending the top- 


workin: of Delmas." 


“"Blackpit was more prevalent this ycar than last. Frobably 
ereatcst loss in Schlcy and Frotcher, where a drop of 5 to 15% was 
not uncommon. In one case 95% loss oseurred to Dolmas in an orchard 
morc or less isolated, while Schley and Stuart in the same planting 
showed only a tracc. Very little seab in this planting of Delmas. 
The soil had been scriously neglected as to cultivation, fcrtilization, 
ctc. An outstanding cxample of black pit on this varicty under the 
conditions mentioned. Condition of soil may contribute to the ex 
planation, why were not the other varictics affected? Rosctte just 
beginning to show up in some of the trecs of all varictics." 


“Anthracnose causcd by Glomerclla cingulata was common 
throughout southern pecan sections during the latter part of 
Se-ten/.er and October but relatively unimportant. Light spotting 


or nute,” 


"Brownspot caused by Gercospora fusca was gencrally of minor 
importance this year except on rosette trees and others lacking 
vigor where it brought about considerable defoliation. No instances 
scen where control by sprayinz could be cstimated. Greatest infec 
tion during July and August. Sspecially noticeable about Putney 
and Dewitt," 


CELERY DISZASIS 


Bacterial leafspot (Bactcrium apii) 


Michi sans; Not important in the lato crop and well controlled in sprayed 
and dustcd ficlds. Fivc to ten percent damage to the second and 
late: crop in unsprayed ficlds at Kalamazoo, (Nelson, Nov. 1) 


Minnesota: Traccs found in most ficlds near St. Paul, not very des- 
tructive. (Sect. Pl. Pathe, Nove 1) 


Late blight (Septoria apii) 


Connecticut: Considerably morc than the average ycar and the worst sccen 
for scveral years. ith a good start and considcrable injury, the 
cold weathor of October slowed up the spread very considerably. 
Injury: runs all the way from slight to 40% according to varicty 
and ficld. (Clinton, Nov. 1) 


Michiczan: Caused heavy losscs in the late crop of celery in tic Kalamazoo 
district; 50% loss in that section. Elsewhere in the one=crop 
scotions blight losses were mach less, not above 5 to 10%, 


Sprayed and dustcd ficlds showed comercial control. 
Dusted plants not very satisfactory. (Nelson, Nov. 1) 


Minnesota: Several severe outbreaks in some ficlds planted froma 


lot of secd known to be badly infectcd. Other ficlds com- 
paratively free. (Sect. Pl. Path., Nov. 1) 


Early blight (Cercospora avii) 


Connecticut; More than the avcrasc; worst I have secn in at least 


several ycars. (Clinton, 1) 


Michizan: Generally present throughout all celery scetions, but 


causcd very littlc damagc. More important in the second crep 
at “alamazoo than elsewhere. Our experiments this ycar have 
shown Bordcaux much mora effective than dusts in controllin: 
this discasc. (Nelson, Nov. 1) 


(Susarium sp.) 


hizan: Late summer and fall rains prevented losses in many 


of commercial Yello cclery of suscestible varictics, In 
general the season vas not favoratle for the development or 
yellows and little of the disease was observed, The 
general use of varict:cs derived from Creon strains keeps th 
disease in check in the Kalamazoo district where all soil is 
infcstcd. (Nelson, Nov. 1)

Michigan: This trouble called last "Marl Disca 


scasc" has not been

in soil where the crop was a total loss last ycar. (Kclson, 
Nove 1) 


Softrot (Bacillus carotovorus) 


Minnesota: Scvere outbreak an sone ficlds; one ficld of onc®fourth 


acre a total loss. orse in dry hot weather. ‘orsce on some 
plants differing in date of plantinge Sccms to be cor- 
related with lack of rains and age of plants at critical timc. 
Evidence of inscct transmission, (Scct, Fl. Path., Nov. 1) 


SVEBT FOTATO DISDASES ARNANSAS 


V. H. Young and H. RK, Rosen of the Depvartment of Plant Pathology of 


the Arkansas Expcriment Station have reported as follovs on Arkansas svect 


potato discascs as of November l. 
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"Stemrot caused by Pusgarjum sp. vas common, especially in 
the southern and central part of the statc and caused much damage 
in some localitics,." 


"Blackrot caused by Sphacronema fimbriatum was common over 
the state, especially where certified slips were not used." 


_ "Seurf caused by Monilochaetes infuscans was fairly prevalent, 
Seriously locally around Fayetteville this ycar." 


‘Mosaic (undet.) was noted by inspectors of the State Plant 
Board in a number of localitics in the statc." 


"“Rootknot caused by Hetecrodera radicicola was present and 
often serious." 


"Southern wilt caused by Sclerotium rolfsii was reported 
twice as causing scrious damage in localized areas."
